The beginner in the art of 
pie making should stick to plain pie 
crust.

Good pie crusts requires a pastry 


flour. The average bread flour 
does not make up into good pie 
crust because it is rich in gluten. 


Gluten is both desirable and necessary 
‘in bread, but it is undesirable in pie 
crust. 

For plain pastry sift a cup and a 

half of flour with one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt and one-fourth teaspoonful 
of baking powder into a wooden chop- 
ping bowel. Flour the blade of a 
chopping knife and chop one-third of 
a cup of shortening—this may be lard, 
butter, beef fat, or any of the vege- 
|table fats er oils for sale under vari- 
ous trade names—into the flour until 
lthe whole mass looks like fine meal. 
| With a case knife or spatula, add ice 
‘water, a little at a time to the Nour 
‘mixture until a rather dry paste is 
formed. 
Turn out on a board that has been 
dusted with flour and roll out lightly 
dnto a triangular shape with a well- 
floured rolling pin. Handle lightly. 
Fold and roll lightly into the desired 
Shape. 

Thefe are many recipes for 
mince meat, but most of them are ex- 
pensive, 
in cost and highly satisfactory: 

Cook about two and a half pounds 
of round flank or shoulder of beef in 
one and a half quarts of water till 
tender, saving the liquor. Chop or 
grind the meat very fine, being care- 
ful to remove all gristle and if the 
meat is very fat less suet may be used. 

To the meat add one pound of finely 
chopped suet with all membrane re- 
moved, Then add the following: 
Three pounds of raisins, stoned and 
cleaned, three pounds of currants, two 
and a-half pounds of brown sugar, one 
and one-third cups molasses, three 
quarts of chepped apples, one quart of 
meat liquor, two level teaspoonfuls of 
salt, three level teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon, two level teaspoonfuls of 
2round mace, two level teaspoonfuls 
of powdered cloves, the grated rind 
‘and juice of four lemons, one small 
|piece of citron finely shredded.

In the view of Sir Vincent Meredith, 
the way to sustained improvement in 
trade is not yet clear, but that im- 
provement will be hastened when lab- 
or realizes that war inflated wages 
cannot continue, and that more effi- 
clency and greater production are ab- 
solutely necessary in order to bring 
prices down to a level that will stimu. 
‘late consumption and thus provide in- 
creased employment. His warning as 
;to the evil effects of heavy taxation in 
stifling industry and enterprise is one 
that will be cordially endorsed by all 
thinking men, and one which those 
who direct our public affairs surely 
will not dare to ignore. And Sir Vin- 
cent merits public thanks for the cour- 
;ageous way in which he dealt with the 
railway problem; in particular for his 
uncompromising declaration that no 
‘marked improvement can be expected 
in the present burdensome conditions 
-so long as the roads continue under 
publie—which, ad@ he said, means poli- 
tical—ownership and operation. Both 
Great Britain and the United States 
have realized the findneial chaos in- 
separable from such ownership and 
operation, and have adopted the only 
;remedy. Let us hope that Canada will 
profit by their example before the 
country is plunged still deeper into 
debt. 
| Retail Forces Out Of Line 


Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor un- 

doubtedly placed his finger on one of 
the weak spots in our present trade 
condition when he said that while on 
the one hand the purchasing power of 
the products of our natural resources 
was at the lowest level reached for 
several years past, in other directions 
we still had high prices, and retail 
prices were conspicuously out of line. 
It is on the purchasing power of the 
products of our natural resources that 
we must place our main dependence 
for a revival in trade, and it is obvious 
that there can be no sustained im- 
provement until the price of other 
commodities are commensurate with 
that purchasing power. 
} Summed up, the most obvious needs 
of Canada at the present time, in the 
opinion of these two eminent finan- 
ciers, are drastic economy in the con- 
duct of public affairs, a solution of the 
railway problem on the basis of priv- 
ate as against political ownership and 
operation, a vigorous immigraticn pol- 
icy for the peopling of our waste 
|spaces by diverting to Canada the 
stream of immigrants that formerly 
flowed elsewhere, and deflation tn the 
cost of labor.

For a pumpkin pie, enough to serve 
about six people, have one and a half 
cups of pumpkin pulp, to this add two- 
thirds of a cup of brown sugar, one 
level teaspoon of cinnamon and half a 
teaspoonful of ginger, half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, two beaten eggs, one and a 
half cups of milk and a half cup of 
cream. Mix well together and pour 
‘into a pie plate lined with plain paste, 
Do not use an upper crust. 

Bake in a moderate oven until the 
jcustard is set and-the crust brown. 
The oven must not be allowed to get 
too hot, as this will give the custard 
a curdled appearance. 

Squash pie or sweet potato pie may 
jbe made from the same recipe, sub- 
stituting for the pumpkin pulp. Even 
white potato pie is highly acgeptable 
when made with this recipe.

London.—Contrasted strikingly with 
Britain’s royal pomp and splendor dis- 
played in the House of Lords, was the 
scene in the House of Commons a 
few hours later when, without cere- 
mony, but with evident conscious- 
ness of powers and influence, the 
members heard the Prime Minister 
render an _ account of his steward- 
ship and the Government's part in 
the Irish settlement, 


For an  hovr and three-quarters 
Mr. Lloyd George spoke to crowded 
benches and jammed galleries. The 
only touch of color in the ancient 
legislative chamber was the _ bril- 
Mant red-coated uniform of Col. Sir 
Samuel Hoare, who moved the reply 
to the speech from the throne. 


It was not an oration like that of 
October 31, when the Premier, having 
been challenged, presented to the 
country the alternative of war or nego- 
tiation with Ireland and won the day 
by a division overwhelmingly favoring 
the Government’s policy; his role to- 
day was one simply narrating the 
problems faced by the delegations 
with a description of the way they 
were handled. 


Early in his address Mr. Lloyd 
George silenced those inclined to in- 
terrupt him. When an Ulster mem- 
ber interrogated him on “allegiance” 
Mr. Lloyd George having said that 
the status of Ireland was that of a 
free state, with allegiance to the King, 
he turned and faced the Ulsterite and 
declared emphatically: “Yes, allegi- 
ance to the King and swearing allegi- 
ance to the King.” He then asked 
the member to refrain from interrup- 
tions, as his task of exposition was 
difficult and one which he disliked. 
The Prime Minister was: deeply im- 
pressive as he came near the end, 
when in slow tones and solemn man- 
ner, he drew a picture of the British 
Imperial War Cabinet at which a va- 
eant chair was waiting for Ireland 
and looked to the future when Bri- 
tain’s fears would be Ireland’s anxiet-

Fine Record of Dominion 


Canada Has Secured Moral Leader- 
ship of the Continent 

“Canada has secured the moral lea- 
dership of the American continent by 
the part she has taken in world events 
during the past five years,” said Hon. 
N. W. Rowell, president of the privy 
council and chief representative of the 
government at the recent labor con- 
gress at Washington, in speaking to 
the Canadian club, Toronto, on the 
effects and results of the conference, 

Mr. Rowell urged Canada ‘to let 
her actions in the future be worthy 
of her record in the past. 

In discussing the work of the con- 
gress, Mr. Rowell said that the far- 
reaching importance of the labor 
clauses of the peace treaty, which 
ended the world war, had been lost 
sight of in the light of the inter- 
national clauses. So much thought 
and attention had been centred on the 
league of nations that the character 
and functions of the international 
labor organization had not as yet 
been fully appreciated. 

Mr. Rowell emphasized the eight- 
hour day, 44-hour week convention as 
of special importance, and dwelt on 
the prime necessity of co-operation 
between labor and capital.

London-Paris Air 
Mails Arranged 


Parcels and Insured Correspondence 
Will Not Be Accepted 

The Postmaster-General has made 
arrangements for the establishment of 
an air mail service between London 
and Paris, The service will extend 
to France generally, Italy, Spain and 
Switzerland. Registered and unreg- 
istered letters, post¢ards, packets ot 
printed papers and commercial papers 
and samples will be accepted for 
transmission. Parcels and insured 
correspondence will not be accepted. 
A special fee of 2s, 6d. per ounce 
will be charged in addition to the 
ordinary foreign postage and registra- 
tion fee, where payable. 

The correspondence will be con- 
veyed to Paris by aeroplane, arriving 
in normal conditions in time for de- 
livery in Paris in business hours the 
same day. Correspondence addressed 
to Paris will thus be accelerated by 
about 16 hours. Correspondence for 
places beyond Paris will be forward- 
ed by the next available train. Cor- 
respondence for places in France will]. 
be delivered by express on arrival at} 
the office of destination; correspond- 
ence for countries beyond France will} 
normally be accglerated by 24 hours. 

In the inward direction correspon- 
dence posted in Paris in the morning 
will normally reach London in time! 
for delivery in Central London during 
business hours on the same day. It 
will be delivered immediately on ar- 
rival by express messenger without 
additional charge. Correspondence]? = 
for provincial towns will be forwarded 
by the next dispatch from London,

One of the many lessons taught by 
museums is that clever craftsmanship 
is not-a modern monopoly. Much of 
the work done thousands of years ago 
is unapproachable today, and ‘of the 
processes which were comparatively 
common then are now practically un- 
known. 

There is in the Wellcome Historical 
Medical Museum, London, an exhibit 
which baffles the most skilled of mod- 
ern embalmers. It consists of a 
number of human heads from Ecuador 
reduced by some undiscovered process 
to about the size of a small orange. 
Notwithstanding the great shrinkage, 
each is perfect, and is rendered addi- 
tionally interesting by the sealing of 
the lips, which are sewn up, so that 
the “spirit” of the dead should not es- 
cape and do harm to the owner!

It is made, this vase, of two layers 
of glass, white on top-and blue below;

white. This was effected by carving 
away all the glass where it was not 
wanted—a feat of well-nigh incred- 
ible difficulty owing to the brittleness 
of the material. No other example 
of such workmanship is known two 
exist. 

Just as inimitable is another British 
Museum treasure—a bronze Mercury, 
found in 1792 at Paramythia, in 
Epirus. It is as remarkable for 
wealth of detail as for fineness of 
craftsmanship. The marking of the 
veins is distinct and prominent, every 
lock of hair seems as if it could be 
blown about by the wind, and the lines 
of the lips, brows, eyelids, etc., are 
perfectly finished. Yet the surface is 
60 regular that even with a magnifying 
glass no toolmark can be detected. 

Graphic representations of the Pyra- 
mids, as well as fragments of those 


great sepulchral monuments, further | 


illustrate the wonderful skill of an- 
cient craftsmen. One of the prob- 
lems of ages is how the ancient Egyp- 
tians moved the great blocks embodied 
in the Pyramids. 
of the greatest weigh nearly 7,000,000 
tons, and would build a city of 22,000 
houses of ordinary size. Basement 
stones in the Pyramid, moreover, are 
30 feet long, 5 feet high, and 5 feet 
wide. The method by which the com- 
ponents, and particularly those huge 
blocks, were transported and put into 
place has never been discovered. 

But there are other mysteries no 
less bewildering connected with the 
Pyramids. For instance, the.jointing 
is a perpetual marvel to experts, since 
it {s equal to that in the finest modern 
cabinet work, It is amazing even to 
those who know that 100,000 men 
were employed for twenty years on 
the Great Pyramid alone. 

Little less curious are much more 
commonplace objects, such as Roman 
bronze bowls found in Britain, The 
puzzle here is this: How did the an- 
cients reduce metals from their ores? 
At that period there was no other fue) 
than wood, which was converted by 
slow burning into charcoal; and 
though in comparatively modern times 
iron was reduced by charcoal in Kent 
and Sussex, scientists do not know by 
what method 
the enormous heat reqiured to smelt 
fron and copper. Apparently their 
process has been lost forever.

Many commercial poultrymen are 
nitering seasonal distribution by the 
use of artificial lights in their hen 
houses. A little extra light by itself 
means nothing toa hen. Lighting is 
merely an adjunct to the fedeing sys- 
jtam. If used excessively hens moult 
and lay less than if let alone; when 
used properly the egg production Is 
‘increased and moulting prevented. 
Artificial lighting is a scheme to keep 
the digestive tract from running out 
of raw material during the long win- 
ter night. The ideal to keep in mind 
is to give laying hens a maximum 
jamount of sleep and at the same time 
}a2 maximum amount of food. The so- 
called “night lunch” system of light- 
ing probably best meets these require- 


ments. This means an extra evening 
meal of grain from nine to ten each 
night.

Desert Cactus Is Useful 


Many Thinge Are Made From Dif. 
ferent Species of Plant 

The, huge cactus which grows in 
abundance on desert soil is being turn- 
ed to useful account today. 

The woody part of the trunk sup- 
plies material for table-legs, chairs, 
canes and veneering. The prickly 
spikes are made into toothpicks, need- 
les, and pins for mending leather. The 
pulp in the stem is cut into strips, and 
is stewed or fried for human food. 
Cheese is made from the fruits of 
some cactus plants, and the red juice 
is used to color ice creams and 
jellies. 

There are many different kinds of 
cactus, Some growing to a height of 
sixty feet. Many of the different 
species bear fruit which ie eaten raw 
or when dried, and one particular part 
of the plant is often eaten by natives 
owing to its peculiar power of allay- 
ing both hunger and thirst, and act- 
ing as well as a powerful stimulant.
